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§706.02 (1) (2) (II), it is understood that this statement alone 
is sufficient evidence to disqualify Benner et al. from being 
used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C, §103 (a) against the claims 
of the present application. Thus, the examiner is requested 
to withdraw the rejections based upon Benner et al. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the claims now present in the application are 
clearly novel and patentable over the prior art of record.
